Tlie  5  "W’s  and  the  H”  were  among  the  first  things  I  had  to  teach  to 
my  journalism  students.  Who  what,  when,  where,  why  and  how  were 
often  used  for  quiz  questions.  These  are  all  essential  in  writing  a 
newspaper  article  and  have  been  among  some  of  the  topics  I’ve  already 
touched  on.  (Hopefully,  not  one  of  my  students  has  forgotten  that.)  The 
how  is  what  I’d  like  to  cover  in  this  edition's  column. 

The  “who”  is  obviously  you,  the  collector,  investor,  or  both.  (Not  to 
be  confused  with  Horton  Hears  a  Who!!  The  “what”  is  the  art 
bars/rounds  we  collect.  The  “when”  can  vary  from  moments  of 
opportunity,  to  a  whim,  to  a  methodical  and  continuing  investment  in 
silver.  The  “where”  will  also  vary  from  our  local  coin  shop,  if  you’re 
lucky  enough  to  live  by  one,  to  a  local  coin  club’s  show,  EBay,  a  larger 
regional  coin  show,  or  the  granddaddy  of  them  all-  the  ANA  sponsored 
shows.  I  have  touched  on  the  “why”  we  collect  the  silver  art  bars  in 
some  of  my  past  articles.  This  time  I  want  to  touch  on  the  “how"  we 
collect  what  we  collect. 

By  “how”  I 'm  not  talking  about  when  we  walk  up  to  a  dealer,  peruse 
his/her  merchandise,  negotiate  a  price,  pay  for  the  item  of  silver,  and 
walk  away.  I  m  talking  more  about  “How”  did  we  choose  that  particular 
item  to  purchase? 

Many  of  you  collect  other  things  in  addition  to  silver  art.  If  you  have 
been  or  are  still  a  coin  collector,  you  may  have  created  a  type  set  of  coins 
for  a  certain  denomination,  large  cents,  five  cent  pieces,  silver  dollars, 
etc.  This  is  what  I  m  talking  about  this  time  How  are  we  building  our 
collections  of  silver  art? 


When  1  first  stated  collecting  silver  art.  1  started  with  rounds,  whether 
they  were  .999  or  .925  This  shotgun  approach  is  fine  and  dandy  if  you 
have  unlimited  wealth  with  which  to  fulfill  your  desires,  and  it  did  serve 
as  a  parameter  to  kind  of  hold  my  spending  to  a  minimum.  However, 
most  of  us  gradually  develop  a  certain  area/s  or  type/s  that  we  prefer 
This,  then,  becomes  our  ty  pe  set  of  silver  art  bars/rounds. 

After  starting  with  just  any  AR  round,  I  started  forming  a  focus  of 
areas  that  1  found  interesting.  These  included  for  the  most  part  the 
following:  artists,  poets,  authors,  mythological  creatures,  and  eventually 
the  enamels.  The  first  four  types  were  generated  from  what  I  taught  in 
class.  The  enamels  just  happened  because  of  Duane  Spellman’s  “The 
Mint”  sports  series  when  then  led  to  adding  “sports”  to  my  areas  of 
interest. 

For  as  much  material  as  the  Franklin  Mint  has  generated,  a  lot  of  it 
fell  into  the  artists,  poets,  authors,  and  even  some  of  the  mythology  that 
interested  me.  Unfortunately,  very  few  of  these  w  ere  .999,  most  of  these 
pieces  were  always  sterling  -  .925  AR.  Thus,  I  came  to  rely  more  and 
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which  was  at  the  back  of  the  5'  edition.  From  there  I  started  my 
corralling  of  my  collecting  ways.  (If  by  some  chance  you  belong  to 
I  AS  AC  and  don’t  have  at  least  one  copy  of  any  of  our  edition  of  guide 
books,  you  MUST  purchase  one.  Seriously,  you  need  it  to  help  with 
your  collection!) 

As  I  look  at  the  “Cross  Index”  1  am  constantly  reminded  of  how 
grateful  I  am  to  Nancy  Yee,  and  all  the  time  it  took  her  to  get  the  index 
together.  Starting  with  "Adult"  and  “The  American  Revolution”  to  the 
closing  categories  of  “Women”,  “Wonders  of  the  World”  and  “Zodiac”, 
it  would  be  monumental  and  extremely  tedious  to  try  and  track  down  a 
certain  bar  or  area  of  interest  without  the  index.  Also,  it  serves  to 
encourage  me  to  keep  looking  for  bars  of  interest  that  I  haven’t  found  yet. 

For  example,  I  mentioned  that  I  look  for  bars  concerning  art  and 
artists.  If  1  only  wanted  to  collect  non-Norman  Rockwell  bars  from  the 
“artists”  category.  I’d  be  looking  for  roughly  46  bars.  A  sub-category  of 
just  DaVinci  would  encompass  18  bars.  If  I  want  to  go  for  the  Rockwell 
bars.  I’ve  got  at  least  44  and  maybe  more  by  now.  That’s  just  collecting 
type  by  category. 

What  if  you  wanted  to  make  a  type  set  of  all  the  mints  we  list  in  the 
IASAC  index?  If  you  have  ever  counted  all  the  different  mints, 
including  the  miscellaneous  category,  you  wrould  need  over  166  plus  all 
the  mints  listed  under  “Miscellaneous”.  GOOD  LUCK! 

Maybe  you  only  want  to  collect  all  the  bars  that  one  mint  has 
produced  over  the  years.  You  might  like  to  try  the  Arlington  Coin 
Galleries  that  has  only  2  bars  to  its  listing  -  the  Lord’s  Prayer  and  Burt 
Reynolds  (Quite  the  combination!)  Or  the  American  Military'  Mint 
which  has  2  bars  to  its  listing  -  the  Purple  Heart  and  the  Distinguished 
Service  Cross.  You  might  want  to  collect  a  series  from  a  particular  mint, 
such  as  the  Eagle’s  Nest  from  the  Foster  Mint,  either  type  1  or  type  2.  Or 
there  is  always  a  larger  set  to  shoot  for  like  the  Hamilton  Mint's  “Our 
Greatest  Americans”  which  is  a  50  bar  set  or  can  be  a  100  bar  set  if  you 
want  to  include  the  gold-plated  bars  along  with  the  plain  silver  bars.  You 
get  the  idea.  There  is  a  myriad  of  topics,  mints,  types,  sizes,  shapes,  etc. 

You  are  in  luck,  deadline  time  calls,  but  1  would  like  to  ask  a  favor  of 
any  of  you  that  take  the  time  to  read  this  column.  PLEASE  drop  me  a 
note  via  email,  regular  post,  or  call  me  and  share  with  me  how  you 
choose  to  collect  what  you  collect.  I  would  like  to  use  it  as  fodder  for 
another  column  in  the  future.
